Future issues may be 
expanded to include further historical data in response to expressed user 
needs. This product is under continuous review and any suggestions for 
enhancement will be welcomed.

State Accounts 


NOTE: Deficiencies in the data sources used. to estimate gross operating 
surplus for recent quarters may at Limes lead to the current price estt- 
mates of Gross State Product(T) being under or over stated for particular 
States. Consequently, the measured growth rate for constant price 
GSP(I) for those States will also be affected. 


The constant price series for Gross State Product (GSP) have been la- 
bellied as ‘experimental’. Users are cautioned that these estimates are de- 
rived indirectly by calculating a deflator from the expenditure compo- 
nents. It is emphasised that, at times, movements that can not be fully 
explained may be introduced into the constant price GSP(BD series 
through the use of this proxy deflator. 


Trend Estimates (Current Prices) The gross state product (GSP) grew 1.5% in the December quarter 1995 
compared with the national average of 1.3%. This is the second consecu- 
tive quarter in which GSP has exceeded the national rate. 


Growth in both gross operating surplus (up 1.6%) and indirect taxes less 
subsidies (up 1.2%) exceeded the national average. The growth in wages, 
salaries and supplements (up 1.4%) has been below the national average 
since the December quarter 1993. 


Trend Estimates (Constant Prices) The experimental GSP at constant prices grew 0.8% in the December 
quarter, 4.3% above that of the December quarter 1994. 
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State final demand showed no change in the December quarter com- 
pared with a national increase of 0.5%. Only Queensland (-0.1%) re- 
corded lower growth.

STATE FINAL DEMAND - TREND 
(CONSTANT PRICES) 
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For the third consecutive quarter, the rate of increase in private final con- 
sumption expenditure slowed with the 0,7% increase in the December 
quarter being considerably below the strong growth of 1.7% experienced 
in the March quarter 1995. 


Public final consumption expenditure declined 2.3% in December. 


Private gross fixed capital expenditure increased by 0.6% in December, 
the first quarterly increase since the December quarter 1994. Increases in 
expenditure on equipment and non-dwelling construction more than off- 
set the decline in expenditure on dwellings. 


in April 1996 the total value of merchandise exports was $352.7 million 
an increase of 9.3% on April 1995. The reduction in seasonal agricultural 
products in April 1996 contributed to the decrease in total exports. The 
major commodity groups exported during April were cereal and cereal 
preparations, petroleum and petroleum products and metals and metal 
manufactures which accounted for 38% of total exports. 
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Retail Turnover 


New Motor Vehicie Registrations 


The value of merchandise imports for April 1996 were $278.7 million, an 
increase of 14.7% on the previous month and 10.3% on April 1995. The 
commodity groups contributing to the increases were petroleum and pe- 
trolcum products and other manufactured goods. 


Consumption and Investment 


The trend estimate of retail turnover in South Australia decreased by 
0.1% in April 1996, continuing the decline in the trend estimate since Oc- 
tober, The trend estimate for Australia increased by 0.2%. 


Over the past three months the trend estimate for South Australia has de- 
clined by $5.6 million caused by the decreases of $4.9 million in clothing 
and soft good retailing, $4.0 million in hospitality and services group, 
$3.8 million in the food retailing, and $0.8 million in recreational good 
retailing. This was partly offset by increases of $4.1 miliion in depart- 
ment stores retailing group, $2.5 million in household good retailing, 
and $1.3 million in other retailing. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of retail trade in April 1996 increased 
1.2%. In original terms, South Australian retail turnover was $745.0 mil- 
lion, an increase of 3.1% on April 1995.

# South Australia 


The South Australian trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations 
in April 1996 increased 1.0%. The trend estimate has been increasing 
since October 1995, but the rate of increase is slowing. The seasonally 
adjusted estimate for April 1996 decreased by 0.2% from March 1996 and 
increased by 9.9% from April 1995. 


In original terms there were 3,292 new motor vehicles registered in April 
1996, a decrease of 14.9% from March 1996 and an increase of 18.2% on 
April 1995. For new passenger vehicles, the leading makes registered in 
April 1996 were Holden (858 vehicles), Ford (513), Toyota (368), Mitsu- 
bishi (341) and Hyundai (143). 


Tourist Accommodation 


Private New Capital Expenditure 
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When the March quarter 1996 is compared with the March quarter 1995, 
number of rooms available in hotels, motels and guesthouses in South 
Australia increased from 10,603 to 10,757 while bed spaces increased 
from 29,877 to 30,473. Room nights occupied rose by 5.7%, exceeding a 
1.5% increase in room supply and resulting in an occupancy rate of 
5$.1%. Regional room occupancy rates ranged from 65.7% in the Ade- 
laide Statistical Division to 36.1% in the Eyre Statistical Division. Takings 
from accommodation increased by 10.7% from $37.9 million to $41.9 
million with average takings per room night occupied rising from $74 to 
$78. The biennial Adelaide Festival of Arts was heid in March 1996. 


The trend estimate (in current prices) for private new capital expenditure 
in South Australia for the March quarter 1996 was $429 million. The de- 
crease of 1.6% from the previous quarter is a continuation of trend de- 
cline which commenced in March quarter 1995. The Australian figure 
rose by 1.9%. The South Australian total for the quarter now represents 
4.6% of the Australian gure. 


PRIVATE NEW CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 
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Private new capital expenditure in original terms for the March quarter 
1996 was $375 million, a decrease of 30.0% from the December quarter 
1995. Buildings and structures accounted for $72 million, and equip- 
ment, plant and machinery $304 million. Expenditure for the 12 
months to March 1996 fell by 12.2% with the Australian figure rising by 
9.4%.

Dwelling Approvals 


Dwelling Commencements 


The trend for the total number of dwelling unit approvals in April 1996 
remained static. This follows declines of 2.0% in March and 3.0% in 
February. 


The trend for the number of private sector house approvals increased by 
1.3%. This figure follows increases of 1.0% in March and 0.3% in 
February. 


In South Australia the number of dwelling units approved in original 
(unadjusted) terms was 430, a decrease of 1.6% on the previous month. 


The national trend for the total number of dwelling units approved rose 
by 1.0% in April 1996 to 10,391, following increases of 0.6% tn March and 
0.5% in February 1996. 


In original terms the total number of dwelling units approved nationally 
in April 1996 was 9,908, a decrease of 2.5% on March 1996, and was 6.3% 
lower than April 1995. 


DWELLING UMTFS APPROVED 
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The number of new dwelling units commenced in South Australia con- 
tinued to fall during the March quarter 1996. It was down 17.7% to 
1,281. This compares with a fall of 8.2% nationally. There was a decrease 
of 37.9% in South Australia and 21.8% nationally when compared with 
the March quarter 1995. Expressed as a proportion of the national total, 
the number of commencements in South Australia was 4.6% compared 
with 5.2% last quarter and 5.8% for the March quarter 1995. 


Value of Non-residential! 
Building Approvals 


Value of Total Building Activity 
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The value of non-residential projects approved in April was $27.5 mil- 
lion. Of the total, shops accounted for $8.0 million and offices $7.1 
million. 


In April 1996, South Australia contributed 3.3% towards the total value of 
Australian non-residential building approvals of $837.5 million. 


The value of non-residential work, when expressed as average 1989-90 
prices was $118.3 million for the March quarter 1996, a 3.7% decrease on 
the December 1995 quarter. 


The total value of building work commenced in South Australia during 
the December quarter 1995 rose 1.9% from the previous quarter to 
$285.8 million. Compared with the December quarter 1994, South Aus- 
tralia had an 18.9% decrease in building commencements while the cor- 
responding national movement was a 17.2% decrease. The South Austra- 
lian share of the national total of building commencements was 4.8% for 
the December quarter. 


The total value of building work done during the December quarter 1995 
rose 9.2% to $327.1 million compared with a decrease of 2.4% nationally. 
Compared with the December quarter 1994, South Australia had a 15.0% 
decrease in the value of total building work done while the correspond- 
ing national movement was a 6.8% decrease.

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Value of Engineering Constructicn 


Consumer Price index 


House Building Materials 


In the December quarter 1995 the value of engineering construction 
work done in South Australia rose by 19.8% (16.0% nationally) to $169.5 
million. South Australia had a 4.5% share of the national total. The value 
of work commenced during the quarter rose by 6.0% to $144.0 million 
compared with a national decrease of 41.7%. The State's proportion of 
national commencements was 4.9%, 


For the March quarter 1996 the Consumer Price Index (all groups) in- 
crease of 0.4% for Adclaide was the same as the average for the cight capi- 
tal cities. The annual increase for Adelaide was 3.2% while nationally the 
Consumer Price Index increased 3.7%. 
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An increase in the price of Plaster, Builders’ Hardware and Cupboards, 
offset by a decrease in Plastic pipes and Fittings, caused the Price Index 
of Materials Used in House Building to increase by 0.2% for the month of 
April in Adelaide. The weighted average for the six State capital cities 
rose by the same amount. 


The Index decreased by 0.2% for the twelve months to April 1996, com- 
pared with the weighted average of the six State capital cities decrease of 
0.9%. 


Non-house Building Materials 


House Prices 
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MATERIALS USED IN HOUSE BUILDING 
Change from Same Period of Previous Year 
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The Price Index of Materials Used in Building Other than House Building 
showed no movement for both Adelaide and the weighted average of the 
six State capital cities for the month of April. 


Adelaide recorded a rise of 1.3% in the index for the past twelve months 
to April 1996. The weighted average for the six State capital cities rose by 
1.4% for the same period. 


MATERIALS USED IN BUILDING 
OTHER THAN HOUSE BUILDING 
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The price index of established houses and project homes in Adelaide in- 
creased 0.2% and 0.4% respectively during the March quarter 1995, Na- 
tionally, over the same period prices for established houses decreased by 
0.2% and project homes increased by 0.1%. 


In Adelaide in the year to March quarter 1996, the price index for estab- 
lished houses decreased by 3.5% and project homes by 1.1%. Nationally, 
for the twelve month period, established house prices recorded a 0.9% 
decrease while project homes rose by 1.4%.

Employment 


Unemployment 


At 31 December 1995 the estimated resident population of South Austra- 
lia was 1,475,860. This was an increase of 0.08% (1,186) persons from the 
September quarter, which was below ihe national increase of 0.3%. The 
continuing low growth race for South Australia is attributable to a net 
outflow in interstate migration of 1,512 persans which was offset by a net 
inflow of overseas migration of 946 persons and a natural increase of 
1,752. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has been in- 
creasing since January 1996, following a slight decline in the last three 
months of 1995. The May 1996 estimate (658,300) is almost one per cent 
higher than the level of twelve months ago. 


In May 1996, the trend estimate of employed persons in Australia was 
8,301,900. This was nearly one per cent higher than the level of twelve 
months ago. Over the past year, fulltime and part-time employment 
have both increased by approximately one per cent. 
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The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has decreased from 
9.9% in May 1995 to 9.6% in May 1996. Over the same period, the trend 
unemployment rate for males has decreased from 10.9% to 10.5%, while 
the rate for females has decreased from 8.7% to 8.4%. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RATE 
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After remaining flat in the nine months to January 1996, the trend esti- 
mate of the unemployment rate in Australia has increased to 8.6% in May 


1996. 


Overtime The proportion of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
February 1996 was 13.8%, compared with 16.3% in February 1995. 


industrial Disputes There were 3,900 working days lost through industrial disputes in South 
Australia during February 1996. This was the highest monthly figure 
since February 1995 when there were 6,400 working days lost. 


In the 12 months to February 1996, 12,800 working days were lost due 
to industrial disputes in South Australia. This was 4.7% of the national 
total and was the lowest percentage of all the mainland States. 
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Short term Overseas The number of arrivals of short term overseas visitors was steady at 7,972 
for the month of March 1996, after rising by 24.0% in February. This 
Visitor Arrivais compares with a fall of 6.9% in the number of monthly short term over- 
seas visitors arriving in the whole of Australia for March. 
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Short term Resident Departures 


Incomes 
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There was an increase of 46.6% in the number of short term departures 
of residents of South Australia going overseas in March. This brought the 
number to 11,242, 1.3% more than in the same month last year. 


The South Australian share of short term overseas visitors rose from 2.0% 
in February to 2.2% in March, while the proportion of residents leaving 
to go overseas for short periods fell from 4.6% of the Australian total to 
3.1%.

Housing Finance 


The trend estimate of average weekly ordinary time earnings of full-time 
adult employees in South Australia increased from $617.50 in November 
1995 to $623.10 in February 1996. Male full-time ordinary time earnings 
rose from $646.70 in November 1995 to $656.50 in February 1996. Over 
the same period, the comparable level for females decreased from 
$555.70 to $553.90. 


Between November 1995 and February 1996, the trend estimate of aver- 
age weekly total earnings of all employees in South Australia increased 
from $515.10 to $517.90. 


Since it 1s an average of earnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as well as 
changes in pay levels. 


Over the 12 months to April 1996, the weekly award rates of pay index 
for full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.4%. 


For full-time adult male employees, the largest annual movement of the 
index occurred in the electricity, gas and water supply industry division, 
with an increase of 3.5%. 


For full-time adult female employees, the largest annual movements of 
the index occurred in the transport and storage industry with an increase 
of 2.7%. 


The trend estimate for the value of owner-occupied housing commit- 
ments for April was $263.0 million, up 0.9% compared with March, This 
maintains the upward movement in the State trend estimate since March 
1995. In comparison with April 1995 the trend estimate is 18.2% higher 
for the State while the national figure is 14.5% higher. 


Persona! Finance 
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SECURED I[OUSING FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
TO INDIVIDUALS (ALL LENDERS} 
(Excluding Alterations and Additions) 
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Total housing finance commitments (original figures including altera- 
tions and additions) for the last seven months have been significantly 
above the corresponding months of the previous year. During April they 
decreased 13.0% to $267.8 million compared with the previous month 
but were 26.4% higher than April 1995. Refinancing decreased by 9.6% 
to $60.0 million from the record figure in March but represented 22.4% 
of the total commitments. 


Finance commitments for consiruction of dwellings decreased 18.0% to 
$26.2 million compared with the previous month, but were 6.5% higher 
than April 1995 and 5.3% as a proportion of the national figure. Finance 
commitments for the purchase of established dwellings, the largest cate- 
gory, were down 12.5% to $152.0 million in April but 15.8% above the 
previous April. Commitments for the purchase of newly erected dwelil- 
ings decreased 11.6% to $11.3 million, down 9.5% on April 1995. Altera- 
tions and additions fell sharply. down 21.2% to $18.3 million, 3.5% be- 
low the previous April. 


Personal finance commitments decreased marginally by 0.5% to $185.1 
million during April, but were 18.2% higher than April 1995, compared 
with national increases of 2.0% and 29.9% respectively, South Australian 
commitments represented 6.9% of the national total for the month. 


Fixed Joan commitments decreased by 12.7% to $121.0 million from the 
high monthly figure for March. Although refinancing decreased 8.9% to 
$28.1 million it was 66.9% above the previous April. Major decreases 
were also recorded for household and personal goods, down 36.9% from 
the record month in March, new and used motor cars and station wag- 
ons, individual residential blocks of land, and debt consolidation. 


Personal finance commitments under revolving credit facilities increased 
by 35.0% to $64.1 millian during the month, 13.6% above April 1995. Se- 
cured personal finance commitments under revolving credit facilities in- 
creased by 75.2% to $29.1 million and unsecured increased 13.4% to 
$35.0 million, both significantly above the previous April. 
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Commercial finance commitments under fixed loan facilities decreased 
by 21.2% to $270.4 million during April which was 22.7% above April 
1995. The main decreases were for manufacturing, transport and. stor- 
age, property and business services, and community services, all of which 
had high commitments in the previous month. The main increases oc- 
curred for wholesale trade and construction. 


Commercia! Finance 


The main increases were in revolving credit facilities for mining, manu- 
facturing, and wholesale trade which were only partially offset by the big 
falls in categories such as transport and storage, and property and busi- 
ness services, 
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Although the value of goods under new finance lease commitments de- 
creased during April by 35.8% to $16.3 million, the last three months 
have been significantly above the corresponding months of the previous 
year, However the South Australian proportion of the national figure was 
down to 2.8%, compared with 3.8% in March. 


Lease Finance 
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All categories of motor vehicles decreased significantly during the month 
except new and used heavy trucks. New motor cars and stalion wagons 
not subject to depreciation, the largest category, decreased by 19.8% to 
$4.2 million, 1.4% below the previous April. Commitments for those 
subject to depreciation decreased 52.6% during the month, but were 
36.5% above the previous April. 


Commitments for construction and earthmoving equipment declined to 
$1.1 million after two very high months but fer the third consecutive 
month were considerably above the corresponding months of the previ- 
ous year. The other major falls were for manufacturing equipment and 
electronic data processing equipment. Shop and office furniture, fittings 
and equipment and office machines had big increases with both reaching 
$1.4 million.

Australian Business Expectations 
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The Composite Leading Indicator (CLT is a single time series produced 
by aggregating eight individual economic indicators, and has been devel- 
oped by the ABS as an experimental scrics to supplement existing forms 
of economic analysis and modelling. 


The CLI summarises the early signals contained in a selection of eco- 
nomic indicators and is designed to assist the detection of turning points 
between successive expansions and slow downs of economic activity as 
measured by constant price GDP(A). Tt does not attempt to forecast the 
level of economic activity. 


In the December quarter 1995 : 
B® the experimental CLI fell 0.07%, the fifth consecutive fall since the 


September quarter 1994 peak. However the rate of fall eased from 
0.29% in the September 1995 quarter. 


the last turning point in the CLI is coincident with the last turning 
point in the reference series (deviations in the trend growth rate of 
GDP({A) from its histarical long-term trend). 


The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Australian Fco- 
nomic Indicators (1350.0). The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in 
the September 1993 edition of South Australian Economic Indicators 
(1307.4), 


Surveys of business expectations have been available to decision makers 
for a number of years from several sources. These surveys provided 
qualitative indicators in the form of the net proportion of businesses ex- 
pecting a rise or fall in future business conditions. Since the December 
quarter 1993, the ABS has been compiling a quantitative indicator of 
business expectations in the form of an expected weighted aggregate 
change in a range of economic variables. These data are available on a 
quarterly basis in Australian Business Expectations (5250.0).
